AT 80-CENT RATE 


Consolidated Alone Made $3,- 
371,739 More In 1909 Than 
1908, Says Service Board.

Figures Exaggerated and Misleading,

Eighty-cent gas in this city seems to 
have been profitable last year to the gas 
companies, aecording to a statement is- 
sued by the Public Service Commission 
yesterday. 

The Consolidated Gas Company alone 
made $3,371,789 more in 1909 than it did 
in 1908, according to the cemmission. 
Consolidated’s net profits last vear were 
$7,583,382, says the commission's state- 
ment. This company’s total receipts for

“The commission's statisticlan has also 
overstated the amount paid for the gas 
furnished to the public and the city de- 
partments. le has also inflated the reve- 
nue from gas gales by including in it the 


proceeds of the sale of residual products

“The commission's statement purports 
to show the results of the operations of 
the gas companies with gas at 80 cents. 
But it includes all the revenue derived 
by the Consolidated from its holdings in 
the stock of electric and suburban co™- 
panies. These holdings amount to more 
than $4,000,000, 

‘The commission's statistician also in. 
cludes the earnings of the Standard Gas- 
light Company and the New York Mutual 
Gas Company, available for dividends, at 
their full amount. But he includes the 
dividends paid out of such earnings in 
the earnings of the Consolidated. This 
is misleading. It is a duplication of earn- 
ings of between $350,000 and $400,000. 

“The commission's statistician makes it 
appear that there has been a substantial 
increase in profits from the gas business. 
He does thie by not showing the fixed 
charges which have been deducted from 
the net profits, In 1909 the fixed charges 
were nearly $1,800,000 less than they were 
in 1908. This has been due mainly to the

Inspector Titus said last night that he 
had what he considered “a perfect case,”’

In the House of Detention, held without 
bail as a material witness, is Kate Miil- 
ler, the German girl who lived with Al- 
bert W. Wolter, who is charged with the 
murder of the girl. The police had spread 
a wide net for the girl, and after an all- 
night search they succeeded in arresting 
her at 11 o’clock yesterday morning while 
she was sitting on the stoop of the house 
at 122 East 105th Street, to which she and 
Wolter moved from the flat in Hast Sevy- 
enty-fifth Street, where the burned body 
of Ruth Wheeler was found. 


Wolter’s Woman Companion Held. 


She was penniless when found, and was 
clutching in her hands some newspaper 


clippings of the tragedy which she was 


trying to read. She had been discharged 
from Jugerman’s bakery Saturday morn- 
ing when the baker saw the.stories about 
her in the newspapers, and the told the 
police that she had stayed away from her 
105th Street room last night only because 
she was afraid to be alcne, and not be- 
cause she was hiding from the police. ‘‘ I 
know I have done no wrong,’’ she said, 
‘*and so I am very willing to tell all that 
I know about the case.”’ 

For three hours following her arrest 





she was under examination by police offi- 
clals in Capt. Hughes’s private office in 
the East Sixty-seventh §treet Station 

House, and there made a complete staie- 
ment of her connection with the case, 
‘which the police belisve, except for one 
'or two small details. 

Wolter himself is now locked up in the 
‘Tombs in the custody of Coroner Holtg- 
burger, held witheut bail on a charge of 
murder. He was led from the Yorkville 
prison yesterday morning before Magis- 
trate Breen, who granted the request of 
the police that the abduction charge be 
formally dismissed, and that he be re- 
manded to the Coroner. 

Following thetr all-night examination 
of Wolter, in which he was shown the 
hatpin and hair found in the fireplace in 
his Beventy-fourth Street flat, Wolter was 
again questioned Sunday morning. But he 
retained his composure, and made no ad- 
missions which the police could construe 
to be a confession. When confronted with 
the evidence against him he merely 
laughed them aside by saying that the 
facts were as surprising to him as to the 
police.

“The card was written in German, and 
said the party signing it needed a Sste- 
nographer. Miss Wheeler appeared In 
the office, and I called her to me, gave 
her the card, with my personal business 
ecard for identification, and said: ‘Go 
see what there is in this call.’ 

“From the day Miss Wheeler began her 
course until her graduation she was a 
sweet, earnest, painstaking girl, and no 
one can regret more than I the horrible 
outcome. The fact that the card came 
from a residence neighborhood on the east 
side, did not impress me as other than 
reliable.

GRAFTERS IN CAUCUS 
DECIDED ON TERMS 


Sixty Pittsburg Councilmen Held 





Regular Meetings to Discuss

BANK REVELATIONS TO-DAY 





Huge Graft from Railroad Passes May 





Be Taken Up—kKlein Scorns Con- 
federates Who Weaken.

PITTSBURG, March 27.—Another reve- 
lation of the remarkable organization of 
the grafters in the Pittsburg Councils was 
made to-day when it was shown that for 
several years the grafters—about sixty in 
number—met weekly in the parlors of a 
big downtown hotel. There, behind closed 
doors, they discussed what had been of- 
fered by certain persons or concerns for 
the passage of certain ordinances, whether 
these should be passed, and what should 
be charged. This weekly meeting was 
called **‘ The Caucus,’’ and was attended 
by all the former members of Councils 
who are now under charges of corruption. 
Councilman John Klein, whose confession 
caused the recent rush of others to con- 
fess, was Secretary of the caucus, and 
President William Brand of the Common 
Council was its Chairman, 

Much in the way of evidence pointing 
to the nen “ higher up”’ i§ expected trom 
to-morrow’'s session of the Grand Jury 
which is investigating the graft cases. 
Directors of the big banks which are ac- 
cused of bribing Councilmen to get de- 
posits of city funds are tO appear as wit- 
nesses, and they will be asked to name the 
persons responsible for the corruption and 
Other evi- 
dence on this subject is expected from 
Charles Veverka, former bookkeeper, and 
Harry Muehlbronner, former teller of the 
Workingmen’s Savings and Trust Com- 

‘We dare them to arrest us. If ar- 
rested, we will take a whole trainload of 
those big fellows to the pen with us,’’ was 
the joint statement by Veverka and 
Muehibronner some months ago when it 
had become practically common knowl- 
edge that the bank was short about 
$7V,000 through them. They were arrest- 
ed some time afterward, not at the in- 
stance of the bank Directors, but by a 
bonding company which had guaranteed 
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them. 

‘They were convicted, but when they 
were called for sentence in court yester- 
day they gave the Judge privately some 

why they did not think they 
be sent to the penitentiary, and 
court suspended sentence in the case 
both. Veverka will appear before the 
Grand Jury to-morrow or the day fol- 
lowing. 

Gratt in railroad passes may also be 
disclosed by ‘the present investigation. 
Large demands on the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road by Pittsburg Councilmen several 
vears ago resulted in the agitation for 
the present laws against free transporta- 
tion. The Pennsylvania Company assert- 
ed that it was losing $5,000,000 per year 
throughout its System on @asses, and 
s500,000 of this was charged up to Pitts- 
burg. It is said that some of the Coun- 
cilmen who are now in trouble made thou- 
sands of dollars yearly through the sale 
of passes. On one Saturday before Easter 
Pittsburg Councilmen sold 840 passes 
from Pittsburg to Atlantic City and re-

‘ran from Pittsburg to Philadelphia with 
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every berth occupied, but with only five 
paid fares. 

In many churches to-day an unusual 
feature of the Easter services was the 
reading of a circular letter issued by a 
civic committee yesterday, urging the 
members of every congregation, to attend 
an indignation mass meeting to be held 
some day this week. Sermons, too, were 
designed to arouse public condemnation 
of such practices as have been revealed, 
and lessons in eiviec cleanliness were 
drawn by many pastors. 

At a meeting of citizens in the Fort 
Pitt Hotel, at which a committee was 
formed to further the mass meeting plan, 
it was openly charged that the graft col- 
lected in the red light districts of the 
city amounted to $1,000,000 a year. Asa 
result of the general feeling of alarm 
among the authorities, there is a lively 
crusade against various lawbreakers. 
Dives are being closed up on all sides. 

The City ouncils meet to-morrow 
night. Twenty of the present members 
are under tndictment in connection with 
the graft cases. It is expected that some 
wil] protest thelr innocence, but the ma- 
jority are expected to hand in resigna- 
tions as meekly as they confessed last 
week. 

Capt. John Klein, the convicted boodling 
leader, is much incensed at the weakness 
being shown by some of the Councilmen 
involved in his confession. 

“Why can’t they be game anyway?’ 
he said at the Fort Pitt Hotel to-day. 
Referring to one of the men, he remarked: 
‘* Look at who Is yelling so loud. Why, 
of all hungry grafters ever saw, he is 
the worst. "hy, he’s sg0 crooked no 
double-crossed his own friend, getting him 
to go along and vote for love when there 
was money in it, then wanting to collect 
all the other fellow’s bit for himself from 
me.

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OUST A PROTESTER. 


Member of Dr. Hill’s Flock Asked if 
They Were Holding a Political Meeting 


In the midst of a discussion following 
an address on ‘ Socialism as a Peril to 
the State,’’ by the Rev. Dr. John Wesley 
Hill, in the Metropolitan Temple, last 
night, a man arose'in the rear of the 
house and walking down the aisle, 
Stepped in front of the pulpit and with 
hand upraised, cried: 

‘I rise to a point of order. Are we 
worshipping in the house of the Lord, or 
is this a political meeting? ”’ 

Before he could get any further Dr. 
Hill, recovering from his surprise, leaned 
forward from the platform and, shaking 
his finger at the man, shouted: 


“Put that man out. Arrest him. Ill 


sign the complaint against him in the 
morning.”’ 


An usher grasped the man by the arm 
and gently but firmly propelled him 
toward the door, the man meanwhile con- 
tinuing to express his feelings. On the 
steps was a policeman, but the usher 
merely told the man to “ be off.” 

The stranger went, venting more indig- 
nation over his treatment as he departed. 
He said he was Edward T. Crabtree, a 


carpenter, of 525 Hudson Street. 


Throughout the service last night there 
were men in the audience evidently with 
Socialistic tendencies, who muttered in- 
dignantly as Dr. Hill expressed views an- 
tagonistic to their beliefs. It was the 
fifth of the series of lectures which Dr. 
Hill has been giving on Sunday nights, 
allowing his hearers an opportunity for 
discussion at the close of his talk. At 
the beginning of his address last night 
Dr. Hill read several passages from the 
Bible, which seemed to show that “the 
powers that be are ordained of God.” 

“If Socialism destroys religion, as I 
have shown in a previous address,’’ said 
Dr. Hill, ‘“‘ the civil institutions will fall, 
and the State will be reduced to ruin. 
Socialism ignores the State and is not 
National in character. Its avowed pur- 
pose is the overthrow of National power 
and the establishment not of a civil, but 
a social State unprotected by officers. 
Juck London says that the ‘ army of re- 
volt is 7,000,000 strong. We want all you 
possess, nothing less—we want the reins 
of power.’ This is utterly opposed to 
American institutions and turns its back 
on the American flag. It rallys its mil- 
lions around a power that seeks to de- 
Stroy. It is a wild dream that will never 
be realized while the word America re- 
mains.’’ 

Dr. Hill said it was a fallacy that the 
State makes classes, and said that it 
should be the other way around. He 
said there never was a time when there 
were not classes, and that Socialism was 
wrong in attributing them to the State. 
He said that the thought of abolishing 
the State, which he declared was the aim 
of Socialism, is ‘‘the frenzied outburst 
of anarcny,”’ and drew a vivid picture of 
& society without a State. 

Dr. Hill then denounced a prominent 
Wisconsin Socialist for saying at the 
last convention: ‘‘ In the last anaylsis we 
must shoot. I'll be there. Wisconsin will 
be there. We always make good.”’ 

“It will be a good thing,’’ said Dr. Hill, 
““when the time comes for such a man to 
shed his last drop of blood.” 

At this there were loud hisses from 
several men in the audience. Dr. Hill 
next read selections from The Little So- 
cialist Magazine for Boys and Girls. He 
quoted largely from a serial entitled “A 
History of Our Country ” in the magazine. 
One selection said that ‘‘ Thomas Paine, 
not George Washington, was the father 
of his country,” and that ‘“‘ when Wash- 
ington ignored him, Paine became dis- 
gusted at a Constitution which subtly 
abused the rights of the people, and went 
to France, where he helped frame a Con- 
stitution superior to ours.”’ 

Lastly Dr. Hill challenged any Socialist 
present to come up and answer any of 
the charges he had made. One man at- 
tempted to do so, but became Involved 
in his own arguments, and at length sat 
dcwn. Then Edward A, Dawson, said to 
be a labor leader, took charge of the 
meeting and answered several questions 
sent up to him to his own satisfaction and 
that of a majority of the audience. 

Dr. Hill said that the meetings on So- 
clalism would go on as usual every Sun- 
day night in spite of the evident antagon- 
ism shown by the Socialists. 

A letter was recently received by Dr 
Hill from the Rev. Dr. Irvine, who has 
been speaking at the Church of the As- 
cension, almost across the street from the 
Metropolitan Temple. A Soctalistic cam- 
paign has been going on there, and Dr. 
Irvine invited Dr. Hill to ‘‘ come over and 
talk {t out in the home of Socialism.” 
Dr. Hill replied that it would be a much 
better plan if Dr, Irvine would visit his 
church, and talk it out ‘‘in the home of 
Americanism.”’ 


HE DIDN’T LIKE THE LECTURE, 








Bushy Whiskered Man Broke Up Prof. 
Goodnow’s Talk to Parlor Socialists. 


If it hadn’t been for a stout man with 
bushy whiskers, last night’s meeting of 
the Parlor Socialists in the parish house 
of the Church of the Ascension would 
have been a rather tame affair. But he 
saved the night, though he grew so dis- 
cordant toward the end that the Rev. 
Percy Stickney Grant asked that the 


meeting be closed to save any further em- | 


barrassment for Prof. Frank J. Goodnow 
of Columbia University, the speaker of 
the evening. 

Prof. Goodnow, who is the Eaton Pro- 
fessor of Administrative Law and 
Municipal Sclence at Columbia, told the 
Parlor Socialists a lot of things about 
New Zealand. The professor made a trip 
there two years ago and observed the 
manner in which the people live and are 
governed in that little country. He de- 
scribed how !n the old days a few squat- 
ters owned all the land in New Zealand 
and things became so bad that along in 
1890 a grave crisis confronted the isl- 
anders. Its result was the reconstruction 
of the method of government to a large 
extent, the advent of the liberal party to 
power and the beginning of a’form of 
government ownersnip, single tax, 
woman’s suffrage, and many other feat- 
ures which were new in New Zealand. 

It was after the advent of this new 
order of things, said Prof. Goodnow, that 
& programme of social reform was begun. 
A compulsory arbitration court was 
formed to regulate the conditions he- 
tween employers and employes, and the 
result of this has been to work wages up 
and the number of working hours down. 

When he was through he said he was 
ready to answer any questions. It was 
then that the man with the whiskers 
sounded the first discordant note. 

* What I want to know is your object 
in making this address,’’ said he. ‘' Whv 
this apology for tne thteves who took 
the bread out of the mouths of the work- 
ing people? Why this defense of a Gov- 
ernment which makes a man give up his 
property whether he wants to or not?’ 
The question ended in a shout. 

‘* My object was merely to give the re- 
sult of my observations,’ replied Prof. 
Goodnow. 

The man with the whiskers subsided, 
but tn a few minutes he was on his feet 
again nn that the professor had 
not answered his question satisfactorily. 
He was waved back to his seat by Mr. 
Grant,

Aero Club of France Submits Sugges- 
tions for National Law, 


PARIS, March 27.—Rules and regula- 
tions to govern the navigation of the air 
have been formulated by the Aero Club 
of France, and have been submitted to the 
French Government as the basis of a na- 
tional law. Following are some of the 
club’s suggestions: 

Aerial craft, whether

‘emen in front, urging 
the crowd to be calm and helping them 
cne by one away from the door, and 
others inside the church, including one of 
the priests, assuring the congregation 
there was no need of being alarmed, the 
excitement subsided in fifteen minutes 
But in that time four or five women 
fainted and one little girl was bruised on 
the face and chest by being crushed in 
the crowd. She was Rosie Bush, 6 years 
old, of 180 Navy Street. She was attend- 
ed by an ambulance surgeon and was 
taken home. 

An alarm was sent in for the fire en- 
gines by some one who thought the 
chureh was on fire. <A call for ambu- 
lances was also sent in and two respond- 
ed, one from the Long Island College Hos- 
pital, and the other from the Brooklyn 
Hospital. All the ambulance surgeons had 
to do was to attend to the women who 
had fainted, and to the Bush girl. Mrs. 
Maggie Lane, 69 years old, collapsed when 
the people in the balcony became panic 
stricken. She was carried to the street 
after the excitement subsided. Dr. Is- 
quith of the Brooklyn Hospital attended 
her. He and Dr. Knoller of the Long 
Island College Hospital treated the other 
women. 

The fire engines arrived 
time. They had to come from South 
Brooklyn, a distance of two miles, be 
cause the tiremen stationed in the neigh- 
borhood were working at a three-alarm 
fire at 26 Doughty Street, where a chemi- 
eal factory was burning. | 

The clanging of the _ firebells caused 
general excitement in the neighborhood. 
Many began to believe that the church 
was on fire. Friends and re.utives of 
those who had gone to.mass flocked to 
the church. All the reserves that could 
be spared from the Adams Street Station, 
which were those not on duty at the 
chemical factory fire, were called out to 
keep order. The prompt departure of 
the engines helped to quiet the fears of 
the crowd outside. 

The Rev. Raphael Sisco, pastor of the 
church, was the celebrant of the mass. 
He continued the services after the ex- 
citement subsided. He said later that 
there was no real reason for a panic. An 
investigation of the cause showed that a 
pillar which supported the balcony in the 
centre had sunk a few inches where it 
stood on the main floor. The balcony 
gave with it under the weight of the wor- 
shippers.

Those Familiar with Affairs Put the 
Attendance at 1,900,000. 


| 

| Estimates made by those familiar with 
| religious affairs put the number of men 
/-and women who attended church vester- 
'day in this city at 1,900,090. Of this 
numter 1,060,000 were Roman Catholics 
and 840,000 Protestants. These estimates 
are based upon attendance througn a 
series of years, and are higher than ever 
made: before. : 

Besides these there were 560,000 chil- 
dren in the Sunday schools. This esti- 
mate does not include teachers and oOffi- 
cers. Both morning and evening attend- 
ance is included in,the case of Protestant 
churches and all masses in the case of 
Roman Catpolics. It is the opinion of 
those who made the estimates that it is 
under rather than over the mark, because 
in scores of cases persons stood through- 
out the services, and of them no account 
was taken. In the case of the Roman 
Cathelic attendance no account was taken 
of the afternoon vesper services, attend- 
ance at which usually duplicates that of 
the mecrning.

Bishop Greer Announces Choice of Dr. 


, the congregaticn by Bishop Greer in his 
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CALLED BY GRACE CHURCH? 





C. L. Slattery of Springfield, Mass. 


The rectorship of Grace Church, which 
has been vacant since the death of the 
Rev. Dr. Huntington last Summer, has 
been offered to-the Rev. Dr. Charles 
Lewis Slattery, rector of Christ Church, 
Springfield, Mass. Announcement of Dr. 
Slattery’s choice was made yesterday to 


sermon at the morning’s service. The 
actual election was made last Wednesday 
by the vestry of Grace Church. 

It is not yet definitely known whether 
Dr. Slattery will accept the offer, but it 
was said yesterday at Grace Church 
House that there is little doubt of it. It 
is understood that Dr. Slattery was ap- 
proached on the subject before the vestry 
took action. He has never préached in 
Grace Church, but he was one of the 
three speakers selected by Bishop Greer 
for the remarkable meeting of churchmen 
held on Nov. 9 last in Carnegie Hall, and 
he then delivered an address on the 
“Church Triumphant in the Future.” 

Dr. Slattery was the noonday preacher 
at Trinity Ghurch in Lent last year, and 
at Calvary Church in Fourth Avenue the 
previous year. 

Dr. Slattery is 42 years old, having been 
born in Pittsburg on Dec. 9, 1867. His 
father was the Rev. Dr. George Slattery, 
and his mother before her marriage was 
Miss Emma McLellan Hall. He is un- 
married. He was graduated from Harvard 
in 1891, and afterward studied for orders 
at the Cambridge Divinity School], of 
which he is to-day one of the most 
prominent alumni. He was ordained a 
deacon in 1894 and was advanced to the 
priesthood a year later. ? 

After acting for a time as assistant 
master at the Groton School, Dr. Slattery 
was appointed rector of St. Andrew’s 
Church, at Ayer, Mass. He worked there 
from 1894 to 1896, and was then made 
dean’ of the Cathedral of Our Merciful, 


Savior, Faribault, Minn. He held this 
place until 1907 and then came East again 
to Springfield, Mass. 

He is described as a good preacher, an 
indefatigable worker and a successful or- 
pemeeey. During the three vears he has 

een at Springfield he has won for him- 
self the good will of other denominations 
than the Episcopalian, and if he accepts 
the rectorship of Grace Church his de- 
parture will be greatly regretted. 

One of those who snoke of him yester- 
day referred to his Carnegie Hall address 
as setting forth clearly his position on 
ecclesiastical matters, 

“IT would call Dr. Slattery,’ he said, ‘‘a 
conservative broad church man. At 
Carnegie Ilall he suggested that it might 
not be so much the essentials of religion 
as the heautiful

denominations apart. He referred to the| 
beautiful custom of the liturgy of the} 
ehurch, and the beautiful custom of free 
prayer of other Christians, but he did not 
propose that either should sacrifice wha | 
thev held dear. It might be, he said, that | 
God would find a way to bring about the. 
higher unity of all denominations without | 
giving up any of these customs.”’

is the author of several works, | 
among which are ‘“‘ Felix Reville Brunot,” |

mortality.” 
While nothing official was given out at | 
Grace Church yesterday as to the salary | 
the new rector will receive, it is thought 
that it will be in the neighborhood of $12,- | 
OOO a year.

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CAMP’S FOOTBALL 
IDEAS ADOPTED 


Yale’s Athletic Ruler Suggested 
Long Ago Changes Adopt- 
ed on Saturday. 





When the Intercollegiate Football 
Rules Committee on Saturday last pro- 
mulgated six new rules for the season of 
1910 and published two tentative groups 
for further consideration at the session 
10 be held in Philadelphia on April 29, a 
fecund opportunity was presented to com- 
pare the decision of the committee, ren- 
dered after many hours of debate and six 


weeks of study, with the reform ideas 
presented by Walter Camp of.Yale many 
weeks previous. 

. About three months ago a series of 
changes was suggested by Mr. Camp. 
Naturally, then, they must have been 
written long before that and conceived 
still more remotely. 

At the time they were published they 
seemed almost revolutionary. Wherever 
football players of either the past or the 
present generations foregathered, the tide 
of conversation immediately swung to one 
topic, How much was there in the radical 
Suggestions that had emanated from a 
source that, so far as football reform was 
concerned, had hitherto been considered a 
stronghold of conservatism? 

Despite considerable adverse criticism, 
Mr. Camp stuck by his guns, and now it 
is surprising some to note that what Mr. 
Camp proposed and what the committee 
decided upon are just about blood cousins. 

Mr. Camp’s suggestions in December 
were: 

The abolition of the flying tackle; permis- 
sion for the quarterback to cross the line of 
scrimmage with the ball without going five 
yards out to right or left of centre; kicks 
to travel at least twenty yards across the 
line of scrimmage before players of the at- 
tacking eleven were put onside; fifteen 
yards to gain in three tries up to the twon- 
ty-five-yard line, with either five or ten 
yards to a first down thereafter, and a pro- 
vision. that no man on the defense was to 
line up outside of the man playing the cor- 
responding position on the offense. 

Of these suggestions, every one is in 
either the six new rules already deter- 
mined upon or in Group ‘‘A’”’ of the fur- 
ther proposed changes. The first three of 
Mr. Camp’s December-made suggestions 
are Paragraphs’ 1, 3, and 6, of the new 
rules as set forth last Saturday.

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THE PERSONAL TAX. 


its Effect in Driving Persons and Busl- 
ness Outside the State. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In the letter against the abolition of the per- 
sonal-property tax your correspondent, Samuel 
Strasbourger, says: ‘‘I think the statement is 
incontrovertible that any one who desires to 
live in the. State of New York at the present 
time or do business therein avoids actual resi- 
dence by reason of the tax laws,’’ although he 
agrees that a good many claim legal residence 
elsewhere. 

How many persons doing business in New 
York have been driven to maintain an actual 
residence in New Jersey in order to escape ex- 
cessive personal property taxes in this city 
cannot be stated accurately, but there is every 
reason to believe that the number is large. 
That many industries have been driven to leave 
the State for this reason {s too well known 
to need further demonstration. In 1893 the 
Hon. Michael Coleman, for twenty years Dep- 
uty and Commissioner of Taxes of this city, 
testified before a joint committee of the Sen- 
ate and Assembly that: 





In 1869, along the easterly and westerly 
slopes, there were large factories employing 
at one time a hundred thousand skilled 
workmen. The first case that came up was 
the Singer Sewing Machine Company. For 
three years it conferred with the depart- 
ment as to what its taxes would be. Fi- 
nally it moved to New Jersey, and from 
that time up to the present others have been 
going almost every year, and to-day there 
is only one large establishment that was 
here at one time, and that is Hae’s estab- 
lishment? 


That this tendency still continues is shown 
by the great increase in manufacturing in the 
adjoining ‘counties in New Jersey, as compared 
with the percentage of increase in the outlying 
boroughs of this city. 

I know of two cases where lofts will be va- 
cant as soon as the leases expire because the 
firms now occupying them have decided that 
owing to personal property taxes it would be 
cheaper for them merely to maintain an office 
here and have all of their goods shipped from 
the factory in another State. 

So far as individuals are concerned it may 
be of interest to note that in our recent can- 
vass of representative citizens we received re- 
piles from owners of real estate aggregating 
over $16,000,000 in value, all of whom favored 
abolishing the personal property tax, although 
they do not pay any of this tax themselves. 
Out of this number the owners of at least 
$1,500,000 actually reside outside of this city. 
From the replies received I select two as 
bearing upon this point. 

One owner, pays nearly $1,000 on real 
writes:

estate in this city, 


I am obliged to live out of the city to 
avoid personal property taxation as Trustee 
for two widows and three orphans, whose 
property is too small to spare personal prop- 
crty taxes out of their incomes. 

Another writes: 


I pay over $2,000 real estate tax, but no 
personal, as I own bonds and mortgages. 
Am willing to pay extra taxes on $150,000 
or $200,000 real estate to abolish the in- 
famous, unjust, cruel, personal tax. Myill- 
ions of dollars are lost to the city yearly 
by thousands who elect to live out of the 
city. 

If I had to pay personal! tax I’d leave at 

once, the same as my mercantile and other 
friends do. 
Even though a good many persons may have 
@ residence both in this city and elsewhere, in 
the long run the effect of forcing them to 
claim a legal residence in another State {Is to 
change the centre of their personal and do- 
mestic interests away from this city, which 
will often be the deciding factor in leading 
tnem to turn their country residence into the 
main place of abode and to spend only a few 
re ae of the season in an apartment hotel in 
this city, 

Apart from the question as to the direct ef- 
fect of the personal property .tax, {it should 
led that perachn! property/”is now paying 
“part of the State taxes threugh the 
vration, inheritance, stock transfer, and 
taxes, and that the special tax on bank 
*s alone in this city, which used to oe 
taxe d as personal property, is almost equal 
to the remnant of the persom&l property tax. 
teal estate has been relieved of State direct 
taxes, and this relief amounts to a great 
deal more than the slight addition to the local 
tax rate that would re#ult from abolishing the 
remnant of the personal property tax.

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Story of a Meeting with Jones of Edge- 
field, S. C., Just Pardoned.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The dispatch in yesterday's issue of THE 
TIMES from South Carolina, telling of the re- 
lease of the noted Edgefield murderer Jones, 
recalls to mind an incident that happened early 
in the year 1886. 

I was shen connected with a newspaper in the 
neighboring county of Aiken and never having 
visited Edgefield I took advantage of a Sun- 
day school picnic excursion to do so. Being a 
Stranger to most of the picnfckers I etarted off 
alone to see the sights of Edgefield. After 
wandering the old burying ground I ex- 
plored the County Court House. Then notie- 
ing the high brick wall surrounding the fail, 
and remembering that the triple murderer 
Jones was confined there after having had three 
mistrials, I went to the gate and puiled the 
bell. 

A white man with a ring of keys on his arm 
came and opened the gate and readily granted 
my request to visit the interior of the jail. 
lie had a smooth, pleasant face, and his hair 
Was somewhat gray. He took me upstairs and 
showed me around, pointing out places where 
prisoners had broken out of their cells and 
escaped. The cells were old-fashioned - and 
contained but few prisoners, there having been 
a term of court held recently. 

My guide talked constantly, but, being slight- 
ly hard of hearing, I did not catch al] he said. 
Finally I said to him, ‘‘ By the way, where is 

the triple murderer?’’ 

Rave me a surprised look ani answered, 
avinite, ‘‘IT am Mr, Jones."’ He then showed 
me the different cells he had occupied during 
his imprisonment, and, learning that I was 
connected with a newspaper, he said he wouid 
like to tell me his side of the story, as he 
felt that he was not receiving justice from the 
local papers. 

I did not see the Sheriff (who is responsible 
for the safety of the prisoners) nor the jailer; 
indeed, I gained the impression that Jones was 
acting as jailer, for he had al! the keys and 
was the only man at =e ~ the premises.

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A Juror’s Hardship,

I was summoned as a juror in the Criminal 
Court for the month of February, which hap- 
pens to be the height of my busy season. I at- 
tended court the first day I was called upon, 
and remained there all day, vainly endeavoring 
to get an audience with the Judge, so as 
explain my position and ask to be excused. 
most courts it is customary for the Judge 
give particular attention on the opening 
court to listen to the bona fide excuses 
summoned jurors and decide upon the merits 
such cases. But even though I tried to get the 
ear the Court through the medium of the 
Clerk, that functionary unceremoniously waived 


my petition and would not listen. 

The next day I kept a most important en- 
gagement, failure to keep which would have 
entailed heavy financial loss to me personally. 
It was with a merchant from the Pacific 
Coast, whose visit to New York was limited to 
that day. On the morning of the third day I 
received a notice from the court to the effect 
that the Judge had fined me $100 for not at- 
tending the day before. I went to court that 
day in pursuance of my duty as a juror and to 
explain my absence the previous day, but I 
Was again waived off by tne Clerk of the court, 
who told me to remain theré and not dare leave 
the building, Afterward the Judge read me @ 
homily, in which he confirmed the fine and 
threatened a similar one for every day I 
absented myself from court. This, too, without 
listening to my excuse at all! 

The injustice of this punishment was so ap- 
parent to my business friends that several of 
them sent a signed petition asking the Judge 
kindly to remit the fine, and explaining fully 
the position I had been in with regard to my 
business. The Judge’s views of politeness 
would not permit him to acknowledge this pe- 
tition in any way, nor the letters of other 
friends who subsequently endeavored to put my 
case before him in its proper light.

A lady who lately had to stand in a car in 
New York City ascribes the fact.to ‘‘ suf- 
fragism.’’ Gen. Irving Hale of Denver was 
asked whether women were treated with less 
chivalry in. consequence of having the ballot. 
He answered: ‘‘ No, Greater courtesy is 
shown a woman in Western than in BHastern 
cities."” Did not Gov. Shafroth tell us that 
he had watched to see whether women were 
allowed to stand less often or more often at 
the East than in Colorado, and that he found 
the probability of a woman being offered a 
seat in Denver was 200 to 1, as compared with 
New York or Washington? 

A man offers a woman his seat because she 
is presumably not so well able to stand as he. 
On the same principle a young man of the 
right sort offers his seat to an old man, al- 
though the old man has a vote as well as him- 
self® but he does not think of offering ‘it to 
a sturdy boy of 18, though the boy cannot 
vote any. more than the lady.

it Would Provide Roads, Dams, and 
Reservoirs Within the Forest Pre- 
serve as Occasion Demanded. 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Ig reference to the proposed Constitu- 
tional amendment to permit the use o- 
State land for storage reservoirs, you 
have asked me ‘“ What does Mr. Merritt 
want?’’ and I gave you as clear a reply 
as I was able to. Again you ask ‘*‘ What 
will Mr. Merritt do?’”’ 
turn, What does THE NEW YoRK TIMEs 
want, and what will THE NEw YOR” 
TIMES do, and for whom? 

I have always admitted a personal in- 
terest in water storage, and I have also 
had the interest of the section of the 
State from which I come in view. My 
constituents are deeply interested in the 
subject. The developments already made 
employ a great deal of labor and capital, 
offer a market for agricultural products, 
and pay a large part of the taxes of St. 
Lawrence County. Everything that helps 


| build up the industries of our county {fs 


felt by our people to be of great public 
interest and importance; so, while I have 
an interest of my own, I am working, I 
believe, very much more in fhe interest 
of my constituents than in my own. 

I know that Mr. Frank S. Gardner has 
been interested and active on behalf of 
the article of the Constitution which I de- 
sire to see amended. Numerous other 
gentlemen, members of the last Constitu- 
tional Convention—former Senator Brown, 
Mr. McClure, the late John G. McIntyre, 
and many others—might be named, who 
took a deep interest in this provision. It 
was, I suppose, the work of no one man. 
I am not criticising it as of the year when 
it was passed. It was a proper amend- 
ment then; but the times have changed. 
Personally I favor such an amendment 
to the Constitution as will lend some elas- 
ticity to this provision, and am willing tot 


trust future Legislatures and those inter- 


ested in the subject of forest preservation 
to present from time to time the specific 
propositions. 

I do not believe in direct legislation. This 

is substantially what the suggestion inyour 
editorial provides for, i. e., it provides 
for the passage of legislation at this time 
accurately and exactly defining whatever 
is to be done in the future, and the in- 
clusion of those laws by reference in the 
proposed Constitutional amendment. I am 
not certain that we know all about what 
should be done ten years from now. I 
am willing to concede to Mr. Gardner 
and to others who take his view. any 
superiority of knowledge, judgment or 
purpose which they think they ought to 
claim; and if they will present measures 
to which I can now assent, I will agree 
to their plan. Let me suggest, however, 
that the amount of information necessary 
to do what is indicated in your editorial 
article not now in the possession of 
anybody. You ask: 

In the bill for water storage will Mr. Mer- 
ritt designate the dams and reservoirs nec- 
essary to be erected within the Forest Pre- 
serve; their exact location; upon. what 
streams; with what ‘* flow lines,’’ and how 
many acres *each will cover, together with 
restrictions as to the total area flooded? 

In the bill providing roads, will Mr. Mer- 
ritt say how roads it is proposed to 
build through State lands, presenting a plan 
of their routes, specifications, widths—the 
widths not merely the roadbeds, but of 
the extent of forest to be cut on either side?

DUDLEY EVANS DIRS 
AFTER AN OPERATION 


President of Wells Fargo & Co. 
Was 72, and His Age Told 
Against Him. 








CLOSE FRIEND OF HARRIMAN 





Directed His Business to the Last— 
Won a Colonelcy in the Confederate 
Army—His Business Career. 





Col. Dudley Evans, President of Wells 
Fargo & Co., died last night in Roosevelt 
Hospital from the effects of a severe op- 
eration performed last Monday. He had 
been in his usual robust health up te a 
few weeks ago, and had been directing the 
Wells Fargo interests up to the last. The 
operation was a critical one, and Col. 
Evans’s seventy-two years told against 
him in the struggle to regain his strength. 

Col. Evans was the practical organizer 
of the present-day Wells Fargo express 
and banking business, and was 4a close 
friend of KE. H. Harriman, with whose 
lines on the Pacific Coast and in Mexico 
the express company became closely al- 
lied. Mr. Harriman largely influenced the 
financial policy of the express company, 
and as one of its largest stockholders sup- 
ported ‘Col. Evans in a fight made by 


stockholder four years ago for a more 
liberal distribution of earnings. 

After Mr. Harriman’s death the com- 
pany incréased its capital from $8,000,000 
to $24,000,000, paying stockholders a 800 
rer cent, dividend. 

Coming of a family which had settled in 
Virginia in 1685, Col. Evans followed the 
State into the Confederacy and fought 
through the civil war, rising from private 
to Colonel of Cavalry. 

The first of his family 
Wales to Fairfax County, settling near 
Mount Vernon. Just before the Revolu- 
tion his ancestors went over the mount- 
ains into that part of Virginia which split 
off in the civil war. It was on the Monon- 
gahela, in what is now West Virginia, 
that the Evanses settled, and here, at 
Morgantown, Dudley Evans was born 
in 1838 He entered the Monongaheia 
Academy at 15, and was graduated from 
Washington CoNege in 1859. 

He was engaged in teaching in Louisi- 
ana when the war broke out, and re- 
turned to Virginia to enlist as a private 
in the First Virginia Infantry. , After the 
battle of Seven Pines, in 1892, he was 
commissioned Captain, and after the cam- 
p2ign in the Valley of Vir ginia became 
Colonel of the Twentieth Virginia Cav- 
alry. He was captured near the close of 
the war, and spent a long term in a Fed- 
eral prisons Besides his military serv- 
ice for his State, he was elected twice to 
the Virginia Legislature in the war time. 

His connection with the Wells Fargo 
interests began in California, whither he 
went after the war. Col. Evans served 
the company in Victoria, B. C., and in 
Portland, Ore. He became Superintend- 
ent of the division which included the 
Northwestern States, and he was the real 
organizer of the company’s business in 
that section. In the late eighties his re- 
sponsibilities were extended largely, and 
in 1802 he became manager of the cam- 
pany, and was elected Second Vice Presi- 
dent, holding that place until he suc- 
ceeded to the Presidency in 1902. 

Col. Evans, besides being President of 
the express company, was President of 
the Wells Fargo Bank of New York, Di- 
rector of the Mercantile Trust Company, 
Treasurer of the Batopilas Mining Com- 
pany of Mexico, Director of the Citizens’ 
National Bank of Englewood, and of the 
Wells Fargo Nevada National Bank of 
San Francisco. 

He was a member of a number of pa- 
triotic societies, including the Society of 
the Cincinnati, Sons of the ‘Revolution, 
Society of the Colonial Wars. Military So- 
cletv of the War of 1812, and the Veteran 
Corps of Artillery of New York, besides a 
number of Confederate organizations. He 
was

He leaves a widow and two grown chil- 
dren, Stanley S. Evans, a junior at 
Princeton, and a daughter, who is Mrs.

Over Friday there developed a distinctly lew 
barometer in the Rocky Mountain region cen- 
tred over Colorado, and the predictions were 
for showers in Nebraska, south to Texas. |

The trade is looking forward to the next 
Government report with a good deal of in- 
terest. This report will be issued as to 
conditions April 1, and it will show the cone 
dition of the crop at the beginning of 
growing season. It is expected that there 
Will be a considerable loss in the condition 
from the very high avererve of last Decem- 
ber, The condition was reported then at 95.8 
on 83,483,000 acres, which was the second 
largest total ever reported. With this very 
high condition it is generally believed that 
there might be loss of a good many points 
in the condition and still have the an 
average one. The average condition in in- 
ter wheat at harvest has been 79.6 for ten ~ 
years, so that the condition can decline 16.2 
before it is down to the average, and 
the tremendous acreage there is also possa{- 
Mlity of a considerable loss in acreage with- 
out reducing the total below the average re- 
cently harvested. 

There has been a rather narrow market fm 
corn during the week, but a rather interest! 
one, The fluctuations have been somewhat | 
irregular. Bear interests made a rather severe 
attack against prices and carried the market 
off, but from the decline there was a good 
rally. There has been Httle change in the 
statistical conditions during the week, but 
there does not seem to be so much pressure of 
the cash market. The stocks of corn are very 
large, and with the warm weather rapidly ap- 
proaching there has been a great deal of ap- 
prehension about the keeping quality, and the 
opinion has been very generally expressed that 
this corn at points of accumulation would 
have to be disposed of before there could be 
any marked advance. With the large stocks 
at Chicago nearly 12,000,000 bushels against 
less than 5,000,000 bushels last year, and with 
the large stocks at other centres the pressure 
of spot corn has been pronounced. 

The actual receipts of corn from the country 
have been decreasing rapidly of late. This 
may be due to the rush of farm work, which 
has already begun, and is also possibiy due te 
the decline in prices. With very little more 
corn reported in the country than last year the 
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prices of corn are from 1 to 5c a bushel undér 
a year ago, and the feeding value of all farm 
animals is very much in excess of a year ago. 
The average value of hogs is now $10.82, 
egainst $6.70 last vear, showing an apparent 
increase in the feeding value of corn, estimated 
as equal to about 50c a bushel. The feeding 
value in the way of cattle is about 15¢ @ 
bushel more than last year, and there is also 
an increase of from 20 to 25c in the estimated 
feeding value in other stock. While the supply 
of live stock on the farm is recognized as less 
than last year on account of the small supply

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On the basis of the May 
delivery prices are about lle under a year 
ago, while the price for Sertember oats is 
practically the same. There has been a de- 
crease in the interior movement of oats for 
the week, and there is not so much stuff of- 
fering from the couniry. This possibiy may 
be due to the very favorable weather condi- 
tions, which have permitted excellent progress 
in farm work. Reports indicate that. there 
has been a great deal of plowing and seeding 
of oats, and the conditions in this respect 
have been unusually favorable. The absence 
of rain, which has been a serious factor in 
wheat, and has caused an important advance 
in price, has been very favorable for all other 
Spring work. 

The provision situation continues a very 
strained one, and prices have been advancing 
very rapidly as a result of the developments. 
There has been no gain in the movement of 
hogs, notwithstanding the fact that quotations 
have been at record prices and the packing 
returns show a steady falling off compared 
with last year. The packing for the first 
three weeks of the Summer season has been 
only 1,095,000, against 1,715,000 a year ago. 
This tmmense 4Gecrease showing a movement 
barely two-thirds of last year has been fol- 
lowed by a steadily advancing price. There 
was a sharp reaction early in the week due 
to profit taking. but in the absence of any 
change in the statistical situation or any im- 
provement in the movement of hogs the 
market promptly recovered, and the latter part 
of the week showed new high levels _ for 
some of the active deliveries. A study of 
the market positions, takine the price for the 
forward deliveries as a guide, does not in- 
dicate any expecta:ion of increase in the move- 
ment of live stock this Summer. The Sep- 
tember 4eliveries are practically even with 
the near by, and the general trade feeling 
seems to be that until another season has 
elapsed, which it is hoped will give a big 
supply and low prices for feeding stuff, there 
seems to be little hope of any increase in 
the quantity of live stock sufficient to-catse 
any radical recession in values. 





COTTON. 


The position fn the cotton market the past 
week has been a decidedly interesting one. 
This condition artses from the fact that the 
congestion in the near-by deliveries has be- 
come sO pronounced that the trade Is afraid to 
operate. There has been as vet no spectacular 
fight, but both sides seem to have settled down 
to a waiting game in a battle of the bales 
for supremacy. Neither side is disposed to 
make the slightest move that will in any way 


increase the hazard of its position. ,The buil 
party has been taking the cotton steadily since 
the first of the month, and has been’ shipping 
it abroad. This has been reflected tn the de- 
crease of over 50,000 bales in the certificated 
stock of cotton in New York, and the effort to 
reduce this stock is apparently leaving no stone 
unturned in order to get as much cotton away 
from here as possible béfore the May delivery. 

On the: other hand it has been stated with 
great definiteness that a good deal of cottog 
will be brought back from Liverpool to New 
York. The statement was definitely made that 
at least 20,000 bales would be returned, and 
that possibly the total might be as high as 
$0,000 bales. This cotton, it was claimed, was 
being brought back at a great loss for the 
purpose of delivery on May contracts. It was 
also stated that the bears were straining 
every nerve to get cotton in the South in or- 
der to bring it forward for delivery here. 
When the final struggle comes the trade is 
apprehensive that the action in the market 
will be very msdical, and as a result there is 
almost no new trsde in the near positions, 
every one being afraid of a violent fluctuation, 
and is leaving the market severely alone, 

This condition is also affecting the forward 
deliveries, and there is very little trade even 
in the new crop. The new crop has been in- 
fluenced by the,continued drought in Texas, 
on the one han and on the other hand by 
the very favorable conditions elsewhere and 
generally very favorable weather for field work. 
The very fine weather which has prevailed 
every day has permitted rapid advancement in 
farmwork, and there is reason to expect that 
unless some serious weather condition inter- 
venes there will be unusual progress with 
the work made before the beginning of the 
month. The weather conditions which devel-~ 
oped in the Far Southwest on Saturday were 
accompanied by predictions of showers in 
Texas, and it was hoped that the low barom- 
eter which was centred over the Rocky Mount- 
ain region would bring general precipitation 
along the entire Rocky Mountain plateau, 

The trade conditions are apparently of a very 
dull and unsatisfactory character, The sales 
of cloths at Fall River during the past week 
were only 70,000 pieces. Curtailment in pro- 
duction is increasing rather than decreasing, 
and the reduction there for the past week was 
the largest go far reported, amounting to 
about 40,000 pieces. Curtailment is reported 
very generally, and there seems to be in some 
quarters a growing belief that the reduction 
in consumption for the balance of the seasoy 
will bring the distribution within the lmitg 
of the supply and leave a fair carry-over. 

The statistics for the week were incomplete 
on account of the holiday, but the movement 
was expected to show another decrease in the 
into sight movement compared with last year, 
and also a good decrease in the spinnere’ 
takings for the week. The statistics as to the 
amount are, however, of but little importance 
just at present, unless there should be a 
heavy increase in the into sight movement 
brought about by congestion in the near-by ée- 
liveries and the desire to get cotton forward for 
the near-by deliveries. 

The Census Bureau statement of the cotton 
ginning for the year, which was issued on 
Monday, was just about in line with expec- 
tations. The report showed a total] of 10,048,- 
643 bales of cottun ginned against 138,086,005 
bales last year and 11,057,822 bales two years 
ago. In addition to this the amount of linterg 
was 814,597 bales, against 346126 bales iat 
vear and 268,060 bales two years ago. This 
made the grand total for the crop of 10,363,216 
bales, against 18,432,131 bales last year. Thig 
is a decrease of 3,068,891 bales compared with 
a year ago, The weight of the bales is alse 
slightly less than last year, so that the tota) 
decrease in spinnable cotton was even greater 
than the decrease in the number of bales, Un- 
less the visible supply of American cotton and 
the spinners’ stocks of American cotton cas-— 
ried over last year should be reducéd to very 
gmal]l proportions it will be necessary for the 
consumption the balance of the year to be 
reduced fully 1,000,000 bales more, and even 
then the carry-over would be materially leg.

As is usually the case at this season 
of the year, securities markets last 
week presented no trustworthy evidence 
from which to form conclusions regard- 
ing thé future. As a matter of fact, in 
thus marking time the markets are 
simply reflecting the mental attitude 
of the financial community. The im- 
petus derived from the returns of the 
country’s farms last year 1s practically 
Spent, and, as is always true at this 
season, it is impossible as yet to deter- 
mine just how much force will be forth- 
coming from the same‘“*sources this year 
for the propulsion of the business and 
financial machine. By mid-April more 
will be known as to the probable fort- 
unes of agriculture, which in spite of 
all attempts to subordinate it still 
ranks foremost in the factors making 
for prosperity in this country, and then 
forecasts of fairly reliable character 
regarding the year as a whole may be 
attempted. In the interval the mar- 
kets will probably continue to be very 
much at the mercy of the professional 
trader who deals not so much in cer- 
tainties as in theories. The course of 
prices on the Stock Exchange last week 
betrayed the presence of this class of 
speculator, for whom a three-day re- 
cess possesses unpleasant possibilities 
in a news way, and engenders, there- 
fore, a disinclinatior to carry stocks 
over so prolonged a stock market holi- 
day. Liquidation of lines of securities 
held, or abstention from further pur- 
chases, and absence of outside interest, 
fesulted in a movement of values nar- 
row and at times heavy, although the 
final level of quotations at the close of 
business on Thursday night was little 
if at all below that obtaining on the 
previous Saturday. It might be said, 
therefore, that securities displayed, to 
some extent a firm undertone, a fact 
due doubtless to the recognition by the 
speculative element of the underlying 
confidence of the financial community 
in a favorable outcome to the various 
matters which fn this period between

TO SAVE HOCKING 


Reorganization Plan Ready 
Which Will Put the Company 
on Its Feet Again. 








CHANCE FOR BROKERS, TOO 





Creditors of the Three Firms Dragged 
Down in the Stock Collapse May 
Get Their Money. 





Definite plans looking to a complete re- 
organization of the Columbus and Hock- 
ing Coal and Iron Company, the $7,000,000 
concern which went into receivers’ hands 
following the collapse of the so-called 
Hocking pool and the failure of three 
brokerage firms a few weeks ago, have 
been under way for several days, and it 
was learned yesterday from an authori- 
tative source that the negotiations which 
are expected to take the company out of 
the receivers’ hands will probably be com- 
pleted in the near future. 

Just what-effect, if any, this reorgani- 
zation will have on the affairs of the 
three brokerage firms—J. M. Fiske & Co., 
Lathrop, Haskins & Co., and Roberts, 
Hall & Criss—which 
when Hocking stock dropped some 
points in one day after a phenomenal rise, 
has not been learned, although there have 
been unconfirmed rumors in Wall Street 
for several days that plans were on foot 
which might result in a settlement of all 
claims against the three firms. 

Nor has it become apparent what form 
the reorganization of the Columbus and 
Hocking will take or what new money 
will be put into the company to set it on 
its feet again and provide for the devel- 
opment of the company’s properties in 
Ohio. 

Keene the Largest Holder. 


At present the largest individual holder 
of Columbus and Hocking stock is sup- 
posed to be James R. Keene, who is ac- 
credited . with .owning a biock of 7,156 
shares. Whether this would mean that 
Mr. Keene would either assume the active 
management of the company, himself in 
the event of reorganization, or would des- 
ignate a personal representative to dic- 
tate the future policy of the company is 
also in doubt. But friends of Mr. Keene 
say it is hardly likely that he would de- 
cide to take a personal interest in the 
management of the company. 

Ever since the company went into re- 
ceivers’ hands the stockholders have been 
trying to devise some plan for reorgani- 
zation which woukdé allow the development 
of the property. Several meetings of the 
large stockholders have been held reéent- 
ly. William A. Barber, one of the re-

Aiso 
there was outstanding $24,000 of the old

DOGS GUARD DEAD WOMAN. 





Keep the Coroner and Six Policemen 


Away from Her Body on a Scow. 


Six policemen of the East 104th Street 
Station, a Morgue keeper, and a Coroner 
were trying hard early this morning to 
unravel a woman’s death which might be 
due to violence on board the ash scow 
Young Kelly, lying at the foot of East 
10ist Street. They were opposed by two 
Great Dane dogs. Policeman Wey had 
lost most of his lower garments to the 
dogs at 1 o'clock, and the eight men were 
holding a consultation as to how best to 
circumvent the dogs and get at Mrs. Fina 
Andersen’s body. 

She was 50 years old, the widow of 
a part owner of the scow, who was 
drowned three weeks ago off West 
Forty-seventh Street. After his death 
Mrs. Andersen took charge of the 
secow, employing Frank Bloom to be the 
rest of the crew. “Last night at 8 o’clock 
Bioom stumbled into the East 104th 
Street Station and said he had found Mrs. 
Andersen dead in the boat’s cabin. He 
had been away from the boat only half 
an hour when he found her dead, he de- 


clared, and had since been began | 
around looking for a policeman to te 
about it. 

The ambulance surgeon from Harlem 
Hospital, who looked at the body, said 
that Mrs. Andersen must have died about 


47 o'clock. Though the doctor said there 


were no marks of violence on the body, 
the police locked up Bloom as a suspli- 
cious person. 

At midnight Coronor Hellenstein, six po- 
licemen, and a Morgue*keeper went to the 
scene to take charge of the body. Since 
Bloom had been arrested the Captain of 
a neighboring ash scow had released two 
@eat Dane dogs, cach almost four feet 
tall, to guard the boat in Bloom’s ab- 
sence. 

Policeman Wevy was the first to descend 
the tadder leading into the cabin. His 
companions heard him give a_ shout, 
heard the growling of the dogs in the 
darkness, and presently Wey came run- 
ning up the ladder with the lower end of 
his coat and his trousers torn into tat- 
ters. He was not seriously injured. 

A light was thrown into the cabin. The 
policeman tried to induce the two dogs 
to go over into a corner by throwihg 
hunks of meat there; they hoped to grab 
the body and get it out while the dogs 
were busy with the meat. The Great 
Danes paid no attention to the allure- 
ments. 

After a consultation it was decided to 
send one of the policemen to the police 
station to bring back Bloom to tie up 
the dogs. The police are not inclined to 
believe that Mrs. Andersen met with foul 
play, but they wanted to make sure. 
And for that reason the Morgue keeper 
was to take the body away with him.

NO FEE FOR AUTO VISITORS. 
New Jersey Expected tc to Pass Bill Let- 
ting Down Bars to Outsiders.

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Automobilists of New Jersey have en- 
tered into an agreement to work for the 
passage of State Senator Wilson's 
mobile bill, which was introduced in the 
Senate .last week. This bill will permit 
automobilists who are non-residents of 
New Jersey to tour through the State 
without paying any license fee providing 
they are properly licensed in their home 
State and display their license signs. 

The proposed Wilson law is the 
piece of automobile legislation that 
New Jersey 
of the Senate have been able to agree on 
in several years. It was due primarily to 
the efforts of the Associated Automobile 
“lubs of the State that the Wilson bill 
was framed. In return for an agreement 
not to fight an increase in the license fee 
the State leaders promised the officials of 
the Associated Automobile Clubs that 
they would advocate the free touring priv- 
ilege to non-residents. 

In viewing the Wilson bill the New Jer- 
sey motorists feel that it will nullify any 
effect which the proposed New York law 
would have in forcing Jersey motorists to 
pay an addtional fee as soon as they 
cross the Hudson River, and the bill is so 
worded that it is certain that States like 
Pennsylvania, which make the extension 
of touring courtesies a matter of reciproc- 
ity, will now recognize New Jersey. 

It was stated yesterday by a prominent 
New Jersey official that the Wilson bill 
will surely beeome a law. The measure, it 
was said, is favored by Senator Joseph 8. 
Frelinghuysen of Camden County, who 
has heretofore opposed such automobile 
legislation. Senator Frelinghuysen was 
responsible for the defeat of the Edge 
bill, which advocated reciprocity. The 
Wilson bill was drafted at a conference 
of Senate leaders and the automobile 
clubs’ officials.
